Finally it was Homecoming and the Blues defeated Oxford 20-8 in a well played game. The Blues 
were looking toward a possible run for the championship, but the strong Georgetown team handed 
them a 14-0 defeat. The following week the Blues tried to get back in the winning column, but 
was again defeated, this time by Atkins High School of Winston-Salem. The Blues then met Rocky 
Mount again, but this time for higher stakes—the Eastern Championship. The Blues were defeated
